Claims 1-22 and 34-45 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2>(3), because the prior art does not teach or feirly suggest preparing 
a molecularly imprinted polymer for detecting a target analyte by reacting a complex comprising a compound of the formula L3M 
wherein L is the same or different and is a beta-diketone ligand containing the same or different chain transfer moiety and M is a 
lanthanide element, with atarget analyte to provide an adduct containing the analyte; copolymerizing the adduct with a monomer and 
orossbnking agent to provide a polymer, and removing the target analyte from the polymer to provide a molecularly imprinted polymer, 
or the polymer product so prepared. 

Claims 23-33 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a polymer 
comprising the reaction product of a complex of the formula L3M wherein L is the same or different and is a beta-diketone ligand 
containing the same or different chain transfer moiety and Mis a lanthanide element, the complex being capable of binding an analyte 
to be detected-, a monomer, and optional crosslinking agent, wherein said polymer undergoes a detectable luminescence change upon 
exposure to the analyte to be detected. 

Claims 1-45 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed can 
be made or used in industry. 
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
